LEGALIZES RE-INCORPORATION PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH OF TOLEDO.

AN ACT to leqio:lize the re-incorporation of the Presbyterian Church
of Toledo, Tama county, Iowa.

WrzrEas, The Presbyterian church of Toledo, in Tama
county, Iowa, was incorporated on July 10th, 1858 to con-

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Becrion 1. The said Presbyterian church of Toledo, Tama
county, Yowa, is hereby declared to be incorporated and the
acts of said society in re-incorporating are hereby legalized
and said re-incorporation of said church on July 8th, 1891, is
hereby declared to be legal and to be as effectual as though
the same had been' made within the term of twenty years from
its original organization.
